CROP OtTMtOK FOR COMANCHE 
COUNTY BETTER THAN AVERAGE 


(«itou in Comanche Trade Territory 
Expected to Reach 5,000 Buies 


The crop 
prospects 
ii 
Comanch« 
county is admittedly not all that it 
might be but while this Is true a study 
of conditions in our own county as com­ 
pared with other counties in Texas will 
convince us that in the face of the ex­ 
isting conditions our own territory is 
is much better shape than the average. 
Comanche will receive something like 
five tfiousaud bales of cotton this sea­ 
son and the county as a whole will 
probably make ten or twelve thousand 
bales. This is not a big cotton crop 
bet it is twice as large a cotton crop 
as we produced last season, and in spite 
of all predictions the price remains 
above twenty cents. 
There is not a big cotton acreage in 
the county but most farmers have a 
small cotton patch. Some of this will 
make nothing and some of it will pro­ 
duce half a bale to the acre and plenty 
of the sandy section will produce bet­ 
ter than a third of a bale.

I. G. WYATT RETI RNS 
i 
FROM EUROPEAN T R IP 


While the rest of us were sitting 
arounc^Comanche this summer, swelter­ 
ing in the iieat and slowly but Kure- 
iy lo.sing what littlo money we had 
trj'lng to do busiiie.s.s under impossible 
i-onditioiis, Mr. I. O. W yatt showed him­ 
self a wise man by taking the summer 
off and investing it in a trip aborad. 
Abroad**iin his case embraced France, 
Italy, Bwitzerland, Germany, Austria, 
Belgium, England, and Scotland, not to 
mention the Atlantic oc-ean, tyhich gave 
him all the nsual thrills even down to 
vtoleat case of **mal de mer”, on his 
return trip. 
He was away for a part of June, and 
for aU of July and August, sailing from 
New York, and returning by way of 
Montreal, Albany, Detroit, Chicago, and 
St. lioiils. 
Mr. W yatt went with an A m v^ong 
party, uttmbering about eighty and was 
•o pleased In every way th at be says 
he intends to repeat the experience 
next summer. They landed first In 
Ffunce. fipent four days In that coun­ 
try visiting Paris, Versailles and the 
w ar territory, sad then went to Italy, 
stopping at Milan and (me or two other 
cities on the way to Rome. 
Florence 
and Vent№ were both visited, tbe lat­ 
ter yielding much pleasure by reason 
of 
Its 
tinmuMl 
buildings 
and 
the 
*Vanar* streets. Another great pleas­ 
ure in Venice Mr. W yatt said, was the 
sfUiUidid hand eom’erts out in the open 
squares, 
Gf course the party saw a rt treas­ 
ures galore, and walked through miles 
of imiseums; enjoyed them, too, diwplte 
the traditional attitude attrlhuted to 
llie American tourist of not undersand- 


wmre being harvested in immense quan­ 
tities. 
The party visited Chateau Thiery, 
Bel leu Wood, and Flanders Field in 
Belgium, saw the scarred cathedral at 
Rbimes, and wandered about among the 
trenches and shell holes, the sides of 
which are now covered with bram­ 
ble«, wild strawberries and blackber­ 
ries, their depths rapidly iiiliug up 
through washing ami erosion. The evi- 
(leij<*es of tiie devastation of w ar in Bel­ 
gium have iHon almost entirely abolish­ 
ed. Mr. W yatt says. The fields w-herc 
buttle raged are covered with waving 
grain, a id everywhere new rod roofs 
mark tho places where homes were de- 
molfstied in that grim fight between 
the opposing forces. In France, how­ 
ever, restoration has progressed more 
.Hlow-ly, and there are still vast stretches 
where little has b€4*n done. 
Mr. W yatt told us much that was 
IntercHtIng about the trip through Eng­ 
land and Scotland, as well as much 
mpre than we have spare to write about 
other portioiLs of hi.s trip; hut the great­ 
est and most wonderful feature of the 
whole trip. iKM'lmps, was the visit to 
UlH‘rammergau, where they witnes.«ed 
the iierforraiince of the Passion Play, 
and spent the duy and night in the lit- 
le Bavarian village vvhieh lias 1мч‘П 
giving this iK'rformauce of the life of 
Clirlst every tenth *успг since the ITth 
century, w’hen the people made a vow 
to God that they would do this if he 
w*onld take away fro mthem the ‘tBlack 
Death” (smallpox) which had come in 
the wake of the Thirty Years’ W ar and 
almost destroyed t l i ^ . 
Mr. W yatt himself was quartered 
in the home of one of tiie Lang family, 
n^E^ew of the director of the Pas­ 
sion Play, and (Others of the party were 
taken care of in the home of the Di­ 
rector himsélf. Mr. W yatt's detailed 
deocriptkm of the theatre In which the 
spectators Sit, and the arrangem ents 
for staging the play, happens to be the 
Grst exact one we have see nor heard. 
Tbe bnUdii^ for seating the specta- 
tora Is Immmiee in proportkms and in 
seating capacity, and is open in front, 
giving a view out in Ше open, where 
the action of the ploy takes place. Be­ 
yond tlm open space in front, which 
takes the {dace of a stage, theré are 
three buildiinm for the players, one in 
the center, and one on each side, the 
three in line with each other) 
In and 
out and around these buildings, the ac­ 
tion of the play goes on, from early in 
the morning till night. The crucifixion 
takes pla<*e ha the open spa<?e between 
the theatre and the buildings mention­ 
ed above and the Ascension Is in the 
<11 wtnnee, l»e.voml tlie buildings. The 
l>eoplc of the village are like a race 
apart, Цг. W yatt says, so steeped in 
the spirit of the scenes they depict that 
they really in effect live the parts. The 
drawings and the ih-scriptions of these 
(■ haraeter.s in the HoptemN^r Tentury

In all the 
countries, hut more especially In Kng- 
Innd, the many country seats of the 
King looked a little like surplusage to 
an American, considering as Mr. W yatt 
says, that one man can’t possibly use 
hut a limited number of houses, and a 
limited number of rooms in them. Still, 
perhaps living so extensively gives them 
something to do—something to keep 
them busy. 
Somebody told us, Mr. W yatt’s story 
of his trip would have to be corked- 
screwed out of him, but th at wasn’t 
so.' He took with him to Europe a 
seeing eye, a thinking mind, and a good 
memory and he can tell you about It 
in your own language. 
Moreover, he 
Just talks right on snd keeps you men­ 
tally Jnmpfng to follow him.
